EFFECTS OF THE AMERICAN BOARD’S ACTION. 

-, Oct. 10,1854. 

In the discussions at the late meeting of the 
American Board upon the subject of the Choc¬ 
taw Missions, it was more than once insinuated 
that foreign influence operated upon the Choctaw 
Council, in the passage of the stringent law rela¬ 
tive to the instruction of slaves, and the residence 
of white men among them who were known to be 
Abolitionists. It is true beyond a question that 
the law was the result of foreign influence. That 
foreign influence, however, was different from what 
was in the minds of the speakers at the meeting 
of the Board. The truth is that the Indian tribes, 
among whom slavery exists, have been more or 
less jealous of. the American Board ever since her 
departure (in this particular) from the great ob¬ 
ject of her organization—the sending of the Gospel 
to the heathen—and engaging in discussions upon 
the subject of slavery. The jealousy was greatly 
increased by the visit, a few years since, of the 
Rev. Mr. Treat to the Choctaw and Cherokee 
Missions. Discussions upon this subject at the 
meetings of the Board, and other convocations 
for missionary purposes, and communications in 
religious journals relative to the American Board 
and Slavery, have added still more to the jealous 
feeling. ’ And last, not least, the sending of mis¬ 
sionaries and teachers to the 'Choctaws who are 
supposed to sympathize with northern Abolition¬ 
ists has so increased and confirmed the jealousy, 
that the aforesaid law is the result. In the days 
of Dr. Worcester and. Jeremiah Evarts, Esq., the 
Choctaws and Cherokees had the fullest confidence 
'n the American Board, and

the circumstances, without education, without 
capital and the arts and sciences. They have 
done as well as their circumstances would allow, 
and have laid well a foundation on wMch other 
hands may erect in time a powerful republic.

74°. During January and February it remained, 
to my surprise, almost stationary, only varying 
from 82# to 87°, except for three or four morn¬ 
ings, when the Hermattan winds were blowing 
strongly, at which times it fell to 74°. Although 
a “ new-comer,” I experienced no difficulty in 
working those two months. It was just about as 
it is in June and July in the States. True, my 
work was in-doors. In the two months, I took, 
for cash, $500 worth of daguerreotypes (my 
cheapest price being $3 for a common picture), 
besides being sick two weeks of the time. When

We left the bay of New York on the 10th 
No'vember, 1853, and arrived in the port of Mon¬ 
rovia on the 18th of December, after a passage of I 
38 days. Our company of emigrants consisted of | 
the “ Pennsylvania Enterprise Company,” a supe¬ 
rior set of men, at the head of which is the Rev. 
Samuel Williams, a man of extraordinary enter- 
wise, industry and moral worth; and others from 
York State, New Jersey and Connecticut. 


Lip. rn.infi_cmnmEDee fa June, I shall leave this and 
open an American store, in which I shall-sell at 
50 or 75 per cent, advance, instead of 100, and 
200 per cent., as is now the custom, thusgrinding 
the faces of the poor. I feel a delicacy in stating 
the above facts, but it is important that you 
should know that, although we must pay i 
mous prices for everything we buy, we als 
ceive equally great prices for everything we 
This brings me to the most important fact I have 
to communicate—that no man should come here 
without some capital of his own, independent of 
what aid he may get from the Society. That is 
"■"od, so far as it goes; but it is not adequate to 
necessary wants while going through the fever. 
Better go anywhere under the heavens than come 
here if he have not $200 or $300 in money, or 
some goods of that value, which is better than 
the money. Ninety-five per cent, of all who came 
here with nothing endure suffering and death to 
an extent almost incredible. Pin this fast, that 
with nothing you must suffer, with a few hundred 
dollars you may soon be worth thousand^ with a 
few thousands you may be worth millions; for 
this is truly a great country, in which, by indus¬ 
try, to make money, if you have means to begin 
with. As to the unhealthiness, that can be re¬ 
moved. For instance, Stockton Creek extends 
from this city seven miles, entering into the St. 
Paul’s : alone? its banks are the noison mansTove 


Paul’s ; along its banks are the poison mangr 
swamps, which, at low tide, bring poisonous odo 
and sickness to all “ new-comers.” This all ret? 


and sickness to all “ new-comers.” This all regard 
as the great source of unhealthiness to this city. 
Give me $5,000, and, with the cheap labour of 
this country, I would not leave a root or branch 
of mangrove bushes to mark the spot. The ele¬ 
ments of power and wealth are here, but no 
science, education nor capital to develop them. 
Let the North send ns a few men of capital and 
enterprise, and, with the aid of these here, we 
shall soon show the nations such a country as will

Administratidnists, consisting of a different class 
of men with different measures. They possess a 
large share of the talent and wealth of the com¬ 
munity. Whether they are safe and judicious 
leaders and citizens remains to be seen. As I 
know but iittie about their politics, and have not 
sufficiently studied their men, principles and mea¬ 
sures, I have'had nothing to do with either party 
— any matters of State. This first class of citi- 
! (though not progressive in the American 
sense of the term) have more of the spirit of re¬ 
form and progress than is exhibited in the other 
classes. Bat this, I suppose, is only because the 
other classes have felt themselves oppressed and 
discouraged, and until lately no one has dared to 
lead them, and thus, have slumbered a will unex- 
ereised and daring thoughts suppressed. But the 
absolute necessity of radical reforms in all the 
departments of State, the opening of roads into 
the interior, harbour, river and other internal im¬ 
provements, is so glaring, and so imperatively 
necessary for the present and future safety and 
happiness of the community, that the people have 
decreed that since tl'= , cannot compel the existing 
administration to do it, a new one must be elected 
that will. The ladies of this oiass will compare 
well with some of the first, but' mainly with the 
middle, classes in the States. They are graceful 
in manner, intelligent in conversation, and writing 
and constantly improving, by means of private 
classes in the sciences, institute lectures, &c. And 
notwithstanding they are generally well instructed 
in the grammar of our language, many of them, 
from choice or.habit, use certain inaccurate phrases 
peculiar to ce^ain classes in the Southern States. 
But in this as well as in their better language 
r are very (happy and graceful, both as to style 
expression.

Monrovia, Tuesday, June 27,1854. 

In a residence of six months in Liberia, I have 
met with nothing so “ passing strange ” as the 
fact that no one has made known to the Ameri¬ 
can public the sufferings of Southern emigrants 
after their arrival here, the paucity of physicians, 
and in some instances their shameful neglect of 
duty. I am aware that this cannot be done With¬ 
out incurring the censure of some persons 
country who at present occupy high official star 
tions; who have become influential and compara¬ 
tively wealthy by conniving at these faults, and 
who for this have the full confidence of the Agents 
of the American Colonization Society. I know, 
too, that for my presumption in exposing these 
wrongs as the only means of reform, I must fall 
under the displeasure of these gentlemen, and per¬ 
haps of some few illiberal members of the Society. 
But I have a strong consolation in knowing that 
here I have the hearts and sympathies of the com¬ 
mon people with me—the masses who are poor, 
whose letters of complaint have been unnoticed 
and kept from the public, and whose wrongs have 
never been redressed. There are thousands of ] 
colonizationists in the States, North and South, 
who contribute their money to the cause with the 
best and most benevolent motives—men who 
honestly wish to civilize, Christianize and bless 
Africa, and make free and happy her unfortunate 
descendants—men who have hearts in the ri™^ 
place, and always sympathize with crushed 
manity, whether in Greece, Turkey, Hungary or 
Africa, and have no desire to send men to these 
unhealthy shores only to sicken and die for want 
of suitable food and medical attendance, while, if | 
the promises of the Society were faithfully fulfilled, 
instead of thirty, forty, fifty, and sixty, not more 
than six per cent, of the emigrants would die. 
These gentlemen have a right to know the facts in 
the case. Senator Russell declares to me that he 
has written four times to the agents on this very 
subject, and has received no satisfaction. A few 
other citizens have written, and some emigrants 
e done so ; but who has ever met with their 
_rplaints in any public paper, while some exe¬ 
crable cowards, who complain most of the'Society 
and everything American, talk one thing here, 
and another thing to the States, to please the peo¬ 
ple, have their letters published in ajl the papers ? 
Not only public but even all private letters of 
such persons as President Roberts, Judge Benson, 
and their adherents, are all given to the public,

. and with suitable and nourishing re¬ 
gimen which our money could not buy. The 
Banshee, with two hundred and seventy-three emi¬ 
grants, arrived the same day we did, and the agent, 
Mr. Dennis, according to instructions from Wash¬ 
ington, sent about two hundred of them up the 
St. Paul’s river, crowding as many as possible 
into the United States’ Receptacle, and scattering 
the rest along the banks of the river, into such 
houses as could be procured. And these are 
small huts—generally one story high, with only 
a single room, from ten to twelve feet square, and 
and into snch a whole family, from five to twelve 
or fifteen, are placed. Many of these huts are 
built of twigs interwoven, and plastered outside 
with common mud. The thatched roofs let down 
any quantity of water on their beds, and often 
they are compelled to change their positions con¬ 
stantly, and hold their umbrellas to escape being 
saturated with rain. Bnt what are the facts in 
regard to this United States’ Receptacle ? It is 
an old, shabby, rickety building, originally de¬ 
signed for the Pons captives, and since used by 
the Colonization Society for the reception and 
six months’ residence of emigrants. It is only 
one story Mgh, with a garret, and is built of brick. 
It contains twelve pens below, and four garret 
apartments. These rooms (if they deserve such 
a name) are about six feet by nine, having one 
small window without glass, which must be closed 
during the rains and at night, thus making a suit¬ 
able dungeon for a murderer. WitMn these rooms 
I have seen nothing but an excuse for a bedstead 
made out of rough green saplings, lashed together 
with bark or rope, and stuck up against one side 
of each stall, about four feet from the floor. I 
first visited this place, and saw these stalls, about 
three weeks after my arrival in this country, and 
remarked to my friends, that if I had to ' 
them, I should surely expect to die. ' I £ 
tMng else in these except what the emigrants had 
brought, and upon this baggage ma"” 

had to make their seats. Some of- 

contained each whole families of six to ten and 
fourteen. Dr. Jacob M. Moore, who was em¬ 
ployed, by the agent here, to attend them for the 
six months, declared to me that they had noplace 
to keep their provisions, except under their beds ; 
and there, at any time, you would find their rations 
of salt beef, salt pork, rotten fish, &c., with all the 
other indescribable necessaries. Besides this, 
there are always some sick persons in bed. This 
I fever is no humbug. It is a stern reality; and, 
of a family of six, after two months, they never 
will find three successive days that all of them are 
well, short of six or nine months. Thus I main¬ 
tain that the best house in town, and the best of 
medical skill, and the best of fresh food, are no¬ 
thing too good for an emigrant, if he can afford 
it, wMle passing through the ordeal of acclima¬ 
tion. But, such is the development of hope in 
the Afric-American (the Fowlers will sustain me) 
that whatever may be the suffering and misery he 
endures, as soon as he escapes them he forgets the 
and descants with rapture on the future.

We have wiped our hands of compromises! The 
position of the South at this moment is not to be 
misunderstood. The action of Southern Members 
of Congress in support of the principle in the 
Nebraska and Kansas bills, which forever repu¬ 
diates the Compromise of the Constitution, is the 
true expression of Southern views arid feelings. 
Here we stand. , We demand from Congress, in 
our declining political power in that body, a. strict 
construction of tbe powers of the Constitution. 

As Democrats and friends of the Union, we 
look at the present position of parties at the 
North with deep solicitude. In New York, OMo, 
Pennsylvania, and in every Northern State, the 
question of Free Soil has become the prevailing 
and all-absorbing topic of interest. A large 
portion of the Democracy appear to cling with i 
patriotic tenacity to the old standard principles 1 
and usages of the party. Arrayed against them 
are the WMgs, who are now heading an avowed 
Free Soil movement; and, in addition, we .find a 
division of disaffected Democrats who have left 
tbe main wing upon this geograpMcal question. 
In the midst of a heated political controversy,

necessity of cultivating the intellect, and this they 
have done to an extent that they would not have 
aspired to under their oppression in America. 
From these are selected the government. They 
hold all the offices of power and influence, and 
have taken some pains to qualify themselves for 
such positions. But, having had no opposition 
till some recent Northern intruders came here to 
find a home, and having kept all matters of State, 
trade, agriculture and commerce, safe in nearly 
the same place, they have been apparently satis¬ 
fied, if they only took care that the republic re-1 


less than his duty. In justice to Dr. Roberts, I 
may here say that I have no fault to find with 
hkn except to Ms medical practice as the Society’s 
physician. In my intercourse with him as a 
citizen, I find Mm as kind, generous and aflable 
as most persons I meet with. Besides, he is yet a 
young man, and, if he would study and carefully 
practice, is capable of rising to the head, and 
leading the van, of the medical fraternity in this 
country. I have no personal quarrel with, nor 
enmity against, the Doctor. But individuals have 
complained of this and other wrongs to the agents 
of the American Colonization Society to vain. 
As a last resort, I write this publicly in behalf of 
many hungry orphan children, and wretched 
widows made desolate by the loss of their hus¬ 
bands who have died for the want of food or 
medical attendance, in a strange and foreign land. 
I do not wish the Society to throw him overboard, 
but simply demand a greater degree of attention 
to poor emigrants—a higher grade of skill and 
efficiency in himself, and then pay Mm a better 
salary. Because this is a dear country in wMch 
to live comfortably, and the man who gives his 
whole attention to any one department of business 
deserves to be well paid. It is a common saying 
here that we have either a feast or a famine, and 
it is no less true in regard to physicians than pro¬ 
visions. Report says that two medical young 
gentlemen of Boston are about to sail for this 
city. We shall give them a hearty welcome, and 
then we shall have four physicians—Drs. Roberts, 
Moore, Laing and Snowden. The latter two 
gentlemen will need considerable practice before 
they become skilful in the diseases of this country. 
We wish them all success, and believe the inter¬ 
change of thought and the competition for sHU 
will render them all more efficient. ^Besides, we 
shall have Dr. McGill here, the recent Governor 
of Cape Palmas, a graduate of the medical de¬ 
partment of Dartmouth, reported to be the most 
able pbysiciaD in Liberia; but, as the Society 
would not pay him. what he considered a fair 
compensation, he has given up practice for tbe 
present, and associatedSimself to business with his 
three brothers, known as the firm of McGill 
Brothers, one of the oldest, most wealthy, respon¬ 
sible and respectable mercantile houses in Liberia. 
I hope that these four physicians will agree upon 
some system of administering less medicine to 
their patients. I think, for this climate and its 
peculiar diseases, it will be discovered to a few 
years that the milder and simpler system of hy¬ 
dropathy and homeopathy will be more effectual 
than the common allopathic practice. 

I will not harrow up your minds by any accounts 
of fearful mortality caused by the want of medical 
attention and the comforts of life among poor emi¬ 
grants. Suffice it to say, that of two hundred of 
the emigrants of the Banshee (wMeh arrived the 
day we did) sent up the St. Paul’s river, one-third 
have died, and onr agents, citizens and physicians 
are all in controversy about it, to two party papers, 
published in this city, called The Herald and Sen¬ 
tinel. If any colonization papers doubt my state¬ 
ments, let them only dare publish the letters from 
these papers. It will all come out. Let me only 
state one fact, and comment in future. I have 
spent one whole day investigating the case of the 
Morgan Dix, wMch sailed from Baltimore Nov. 
1,1851, and arrived at Bassa with ons hundred 
and and fifty-one emigrants, all well. (See Af. 
Repos, for Dec., 1851, and April, 1852.) They 
were well supplied with means—with a saw-mill 
and agricultural implements. But where are they 
now ? Echo answers, where ? Gould the grave 
disgorge those old gun-boxes into which their 
frightful corses were hurried, it would disclose a 
horrid tale of the neglect of the physician, agent 
or Society—or exMbit the murderous work of 
sending fresh emigrants to people new districts of 
country that resemble no place so much as Gol¬ 
gotha. Read and understand, that of these one 
hundred and fif t y-one emigrants, there are but 
are more.
